DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kumagai 
(5,896,043). 

Regarding claim 1 , Kumagai shows a voltage-level converter (Fig. 11) 
comprising: 

A static voltage-level converter (30); and 

A split-level output circuit (50) coupled to the static voltage-level converter. 

Regarding claim 2, Kumagai shows the static voltage-level converter comprises: 
An input node (VIN), a first output node (N1), and a second output node (VIN*); 
A first pair of transistors connected in series, the first pair of transistors including 

a first transistor (1) and a second transistor (3), the first transistor coupled to the input 

node; 

A second pair of transistors connected in series, the second pair of transistors 
including a first transistor (2) and a second transistor (4), the second transistor of the 
second pair of transistors being cross-coupled with the second transistor of the first pair 
of transistors and the second transistor of the second pair of transistors being coupled 
to the first output node; and 



An inverter (INV1 ) coupled to the input node, to the first transistor of the second 
pair of transistors, and to the second output node. 

Regarding claim 3, Kumagai shows the split-level output circuit comprises a 
plurality of insulated-gate field-effect transistors (P/N-MOS transistors, col. 18). 

Regarding claim 4, Kumagai shows the static voltage-level converter (30) 
comprises a first output node (N1) and a second output node (VIN*) and the split-level 
output circuit (50) comprises a first split-level input node (N1), a second split-level input 
node (VIN*), a split-level output node (VOUT), a first insulated-gate field-effect transistor 
(54a) coupled to the first split-level input node and a second insulated-gate FET (52a) 
coupled to the second split-level input node, the first insulated-gate FET being 
connected in series with the second insulated-gate FET, the first insulated gate FET 
and the second insulated gate FET having a common node coupled to the split-level 
output node and the first split-level input node coupled to the first output node and the 
second split-level input node coupled to the second output node. 

Regarding claim 5, Kumagai shows the first insulated-gate field-effect transistor 
comprises a p-type insulated-gate field-effect transistor (p-channel MOSFET, col. 18, 
line 29). 

Regarding claim 6, Kumagai shows the second insulated-gate field-effect 
transistor comprises a n-type insulated-gate field-effect transistor (n-channel MOSFET, 
col. 18, line 16).
